HOUSE OF LORDS. 


MONDAY. 
The Bishop of Lonpon presented a petition from Cheltenham, signed by 
5084 persons, praying that, in any national system of education that might 
be adopted, provision should be made to secure the reading of the authorised 
version of the Scriptures.—The Earl of RopEN brought forward his pro- 


mised motion on the state of Ireland. His lordship referred to facts and do- 
cuments, which he thought would prove that ministers had no ground for 
stating, as they had in the Queen’s speech, that tranquillity existed in Ire- 
land. ‘The noble lord concluded an eloquent speech, by moving for a return 
of all the rewards offered by the lord lieutenant for the discovery of the per- 
petrators of murdersand otheroutrages between January, 1836, and Ja- 
nuary, 1837, &c. The Earl of MucGRraveE thanked the noble lord for the 
manliness of his direct accusation. The noble earl, in the course of a long 
speech, entered into various details, showing the state of crime at different 
periods in Ireland, which he contended was less in the last year than in any 
of the preceding six, and, on a comparison with England and Wales, he 
stated the proportion of crime to stand, in reference to their respective popu- 
lation, as 1 to 1000 in England and Wales, and as 1 to 800 in Ireland, which, 
taking all the ,circumstances into account, could not be regarded as a gr 

disproportion. The Duke of WELLINGTON contended that it was quite idle 
to talk of tranquillity in Ireland. He ridiculed the distinction between 
agrarian and political hostility. They were one and_the same in Ireland, or, 
as his noble relative (the “Marquis Wellesley) had said on a former occa- 
sion, they were connected together like cause and effect in any other instance. 
Lord BROUGHAM afterwards spoke at great length in favour of the improved. 
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system of governing Ireland. The motion was eventually put and carried, and 
their lordships adjourned. 
TUESDAY. 

Lord DuNcANNON laid on the table the last report of the Charity Com- 
missioners.—On the motion of Lord MULGRAVE, a returm was ordered of 
all the memorials to the Lord- Lieutenant of Ireland, in reference to pris. ners, 
from the Ist of January to the 31st o° October, 1837.—On the motion of 
Lord WINCHELSEA, a return was ordered of the number of inquests held in 
Trelan:! from the Ist of January to the Ist of December, 1837; a return of 
the numb 'r of murders and other capital Offences during the same period ; 
and similar returns for England during the same period.—The remainder of 
the evening was occupied with a discussion upon a petition presented by the 


Duke of NEwcasTLe, praying that Roman Catholics may be excluded from | 


the Legisiature. 
WEDNESDAY. 
The House did not meet to-day. 
THURSDAY. 

The Duke of RicumMonp jresented a petition from Elgin, and Lord 
BROUGHAM a petition from the city of London, in fav. ur of Mr. Rowland 
Hill’s plan of post-office reform. The Earl of Licuriexp took the oppor- 
tunity of stating his anxiety to adopt that or any other plan which might 
make the post-ottice establishment more efficient ; but, as the subject was 
shortly to receive the attention of that House, he thonght he should ten be 
able to exh.bit the absurdity of the plan, and its absolute inefficiency to the 
wants of the country.—Lord BRouGHAM announced that he had divided his 
Education Bill into two measures—the one for promoting education, and the 
other for the better a‘ ministration of charities connected with education. 
His lordship added, that he would this evening submit the bills to the consi- 
deration of their lordships.—The Commission of the Peace Bill was read a 
first time. 

FRIDAY. 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE presented the Manchester fetition, for the 
adoption of a system that would extend education to all ¢ asses. The Bishop 
of LONEON complained, that those who were promoting this general system, 
particularly the Educational Society, advocated education wholly apart from 
religious instruction. Lord DENMAN defended the Educational Society 
frim the charge of having advocated purely secular education, and declared 
that it had maintained the necessity of connecting it with religion. Lord 
BrovuGuamM presented his two bills on the subject of general education, and 
the better management of charities, observing, that the object of his measure 
would be, not to force, but to help—nut to supplant, but to aid—not control, 
but co-operate. The bills were read each a first time.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
MONDAY. 

After the presentation of petitions (one similar to that presented by the 
Bishop of Lonpon), several notices of motion were given. The order for 
the second reading of the bill on unecontroverted elections was then moved, 
debated at some length, and ultimately carried, by a majority of 54,—Lord 
J. Russecy moved, pursurnt to notice, for the oppointment of a committee 
on the distribution of relief to the poor in Englond under the orders of the 
Commissioners. The motion was agreed to, after a few observations from 
several hon. wembers, who suggested various modifications of the Act—On 
the motion of Mr. BARING, a committee was appointed to consider the pre- 
sent state of the communicztion by railroads, so far as it affects the trans- 
mission of letters, and the Post-oftice in general. 


TUEsDAy. 
After the presentation of petitions, Lord Jonn Russe vt brought up a 
report of the Charity Commissioners.—Lord G. SOMERSET moved that a 


select committee be appointed to inquire how far the ‘ntentions of the Re- 
form Act are defeated by creating and registering fictitious votes in Ireland, 
which was agreed to.—Sir H. VEKNeyY moved for leave to bring in a Bill to 
relieve the Ecclesiastica! Commissioners of England avd Wales from the duty 
of laying before her Majesty in Council a scheme for uniting the sees of Car- 
lisle and Sodor and Man, which was negatived by a majority of 106.—Mr. 
PryME moved for leave to bring in a bill to abolish grand juries in England 
and Wales. The motion was negatived by a majority of 171—the numbers 
being 196 and 25.—Mr. BARNEBy obtained leave to bring in a bill to repeal 
so much of an act passed in the 39th and 40th years of George III., as autho- 
rises magistrates to commit persons of deranged mind to gaols and houses

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, 

The CHairMAN, in addressing the meeting observed—the advertise- 
ment had explained the object of calling the shareholders together, and 
the duty which devolved upon him was, consequently, short. He ex- 
pressed his wish, that in conducting the business of the day, the meeting 
would confine itself as much as possible to that matter. 

The minutes of the late meeting, in pursuance of which the present was 
convened, having been read, at the suggestion of a shareholder, as a mat- 
ter of form, the following report was submitted :— 

REPORT. 

The directors have convened the present meeting of the shareholders, in 
order to ascertain their final determination as io what steps they will adopt 
in consequence of the refusal of Mr. Worth to waive the alleged forfeiture of 
the mine. 

The directors have already called two special meetings of the shareholders, 
to consider the steps necessary to be taken to protect their interests: at the 
first no resolution was come to, owing to the objection started by a proprie- 
tor, that sufficient notice had not been given, the advertisement having ap- 
peared only nine days instead of ten, as is required. At the second meeting, 
held on the 30th October, the proprietors were earnestly invited to come to 
some resoluti n, but they separated without doing so, and the consequence 
has been, that Mr. Worth, seeing the manifest disinclination of the share- 
holders to come forward aud work the mine, now refuses to waive the alleged 
forfeiture ; and, therefore, if the mine is finally lost, the shareholders will 
have no oxe to blame but themselves, as every effort has been made on the 
port of the directors to induce them to come forward and adopt measures to 
retain the possession of the property. 

In order that the meeting may be put in possession of the present state of 
the affairs, the directors submit the correspondence that has taken place since 
the last meeting with Mr. Suell, who is Mr. Worth’s agent, and also with 
Mr. Malachy. 

The directors regret that the attention of the shareholders has been with- 
drawn from the deliberate co..sideration of this most important subject, and 
from coming to any definite and wholesome resolutions thereon, by the ap- 
pointment of a committee of inquiry, pending whose labours and investiga- 
tions nothing has been done to relieve the directors from the embarrassing 
position in which they have been placed—without funds, and without the 
co-operation of the shareholders, in any measure necessary for the preserva- 
‘ion of the property of the company, whilst the directors themselves have 
been subject to the most injurious and unfounded reports, and threatened 
with legal proceedings, to render them personally liable for the losses, or 
alleged loss.s, incurred by certain of the shareholders ; whilst it has been 
carefully kept out of view that the directors themselves have been larger suf- 
ferers than ‘hose who now complain of having been misled by the represen- 
tation of the directors, upon the faith of which they themselves became, and 
still are large holders of shares. 

In conclusion, should the present meeting separate without enabling the 
directors to make an effort to obtain restoration of the property, they will be 
compelled to abandon all further interference in the affairs of the company, 
and the shareholders themselves will alone be responsible for the consequences. 

The correspondence between Mr. Watson (on the part of the directors) 
and Mr. Malachy was then read, urging Mr. Worth to extend the time

a bill for the consolidation of the Boards of First Fruits, Tenths, and Queen 
ANNE’s Bounty.—Mr. S. LEFEVRE obtained leave to bring in a bill to au- 
thorise the application of a portion of the highway rate to turnpike roads in 
certain cases.— Mr. E. ELiice obtained leave to bring in a bill to amend 
the act for the preservation of salmon fisheries in Scotland. These bills were 
subsequently brought in and read a first time.—The Municipal Officers’ De- 
claration Biil was read a seco’ d time, and ordered to be committed on Mon- 
day, Mr. PatTISON giving notice that he would move an instruction to the 
committee to extend the benefit of the measure to Jews. 

FRIDAY. 

Mr. BANNERMAN presented a petition from Edinburgh, in favour of Mr. 
Rewland Hili’s plan of postage reform.—Mr. Leaper, asked whether 
troops had beer sent or were about to proceed to Canada agreeably to the re- 
quest of Lord Gosford, and when the noble lord intended to bring forward 
the Canada question? Lord JoHN Russecy answered, that the govern- 
ment undoubtedly would deem it a duty to support Lord Gosford, should he 
requ're aid.

Dreaprut Accipents.—The daughter of William Hodgson, collier, 
of Mosbrough, was proceeding with her brother’s dinner to the Half-way- 
house Colliery (between Eckington and Killamarsh), when, the wind 
being high, on passing the whimsey, the machinery caught her clothes and 
drew her amongst it, by which she was dreadfully injured. The flesh 
from her legs, thighs, and back, was completely stripped from her bones. 
She was immediately taken home and every assistance rendered, but she 
lies in a shocking state of suffering, and ro hopes are entertained of her re- 
covery.—-- At Eaglebush Colliery, Neath, a poor lad, named John Thomas, 
about 15 years of age, was being lowered into the coal-pit in a basket, 
and when about midway, it is supposed that the basket ascending came in 
contact with that in which he was dvscending—the shock produced by the 
collision jerking the poor fellow from his basket, when he was precipitated 
to the bottom of the pit, and literally dashed to pieces. The miners, 
in one of the shafts at Clay-cross tunnel, left one of their fellow-workmen 
to fire off a shot, while they retired a few paces and sat themselves down 
to dinner. When the shot went off it blew upa large piece of rock, 
which fell upon the head of one of the men as he was eating his meal, and 
killed him on the spot.

The subject of Mr. Malachy’s letter,in which he answers (to the request 
of the directors, that four men be kept upon the mine, to keep the same 
from forfeiture) that ‘‘ the time when such humbugging would be tole- 
rated had gone by’’ was entered into by the meeting; a SHAREHOLDER 
inquiring whether it was not competent in the directors to see this done ? 
when the CHAIRMAN stated that Mr. Malachy had said he did not con- 
sider himself subservient to the directors, and had refused to obey their 
instructions. 

Mr. Watson stated that he was not aware when the last meeting 
broke up, of the nature of the Stannary Laws, but since that time he had 
examined them more minutely, but did ncot find any such covenant ; and 
although he still thought Mr. Worth had no right to take possession, 
should he insist upon it, he would undoubtedly obtain an ejectnrent. The 
clause enacts that the mine shall be successively worked by four men ; but 
notwithstanding Mr. Worth having taken possession of the property, he 
felt assured, from a confidential communication he had received within the 
last two days, that he would forego his right of re-entry upon two or three 
respectable gentlemen making an application for the restoration of the 
property, and pledging themselves for its future working. 

Mr. SHrewsevury next addressed the meeting; he observed, it had 
been his intention to abstain from any remarks; he felt it necessary to 
say, that if there had been a breach of covenant, no differeuce existed be- 
tween the laws—if it should be that the forfeiture arose from an act of 
the agent, he must of course be responsible ; he derived his authority from 
the directors, and they had the power of withdrawing that authority and 
discharging him, and the shareholders had a right to look upon the di- 
rectors as responsible—they have their charge against their agent, and 
their agent has a claim against them, it aj pears, for debt—the excuse 
which was given of their having no funds, he considered fallacious ; if, 
indeed, the directors have no funds, they have been misapplied, but the 
opinion is, that they have money in their hands that has not been ap- 
plied at all; he did not call a remittance a payment, he could not pass an 
account without a voucher, according to his idea of accounts, and he 
must have a good idea from having been in a banking-house. Ad- 
verting to the expenditure of the last call, he expressed his conviction 
that no shareholder would have responded, had he known it would have 
been taken to release the directors from responsibility ; they understood it to 
be made for the working of the mine from that time, and were quite igno- 
rant of its being taken for the settlement of debts incurred in the forma- 
tion of the company. 

Mr. Couen rose, and begged to inquire of the secretary the date of the 
letter from the directors, requesting that four men be put upon the mine 
(as named in the covenant of the lease), and when Mr. Malachy thought 
proper to withdraw those four men, with his reasons for disobeying the 
instructions of the directors ? He commented upon and censured the con- 
duct (as he observed) of a paid servant of the company taking upon himself 
to disobey the instruction given him; he had other questions to ask of 
the secretary, Whether the expenses of the London establishment had all 
been paid prior to the commencement of the year 1837 out of the last 
call? or if any had been paid for carrying on the establishment in 
Cornwall ? 

Mr. Watson stated that at the commencement of the company the ca- 
pital was undefined, the mine being represented as in a situation not only

all matters. He saw upon the mine a large quantity of ore, which ap- 
peared to him to be very rich; he inquired of persons on the spot, and 
was satisfied of the value. He wrote accordingly to the directors, ex. 
pressing his satisfaction, and stating certain things which, to he satisfied 
of their correctness, he read the letter to the persons on the mine, and by 
them were confirmed. 

A lengthened conversation was then entered into, on the subject of the 
misrepresented value of the ore, and the circumstances connected with the 
payment of the dividend, and the public expression of confidence, as 
voted to Mr. Malachy, by the meeting, on the l4th Dec., 1836, when 
that gentleman, together with Mr. Bray, attended. The meeting was 
then addressed at great length by 

Mr. TuLLock, who, abstaining from going into any questions with regard 

to the report, said it was, in his opinion, more desirable and cor.ducive to 
the interests of all that any discussion should be waived, referring all 
matters to arbitration; but he must observe, that when the shareholders 
subscribed the 1/. call, it was fully in the expectation that the same was 
for the working of the mine from that time, and he was led to believe Mr. 
Malachy would have paid his proportion. He never supposed the share- 
holders would have been called upon to pay from that call debts incurred 
in the formation of the company, such as printers’ bills, advertisements, 
engraving scrip certificates, solicitors’ bills, &c.: he believed the amount 
remaining for the working of the mine was 500/. or 600/. He then ad- 
verted to the time at which the mine was ascertained to have fallen off in 
its produce; the mine was stated by Mr. Malachy not to be in a situa- 
tion of paying a dividend, but he had no objection to the one at that time 
being paid. By the 23d December information was received that the 
mine would not pay a dividend, and Mr. Malachy said that the dividend 
must be quarterly instead of monthly ; and from that he should naturally 
infer that he had to receive a quarter’s dividend. Expatiating further 
upon the subject of the dividends and the valuation of the ores, he con- 
cluded with a recommendation that the matter should be referred to arbi- 
tration: if the committee should be wrong in the conclusions at which 
they have arrived, they will be most happy to acknowledge it, but the 
opinion is, the gentlemen composing the direction have not fulfilled their 
trust. 
A SHAREHOLDER called the meeting to the subject for which they had 
assembled ; such discussions, as had occupied the time of the meeting 
so long, he could not but consider irrelevant. The meeting was called 
in consequence of the landlord refusing to waive the forfeiture, and a 
pacific course would be more conducive, although it was with pleasure he 
observed a kindlier feeling prevailing than at a late meeting. 


Mr. Tuttock fully concurred with the opinion expressed by the last 
speaker, and said, when he came to the meeting that day, it was with the 
view of abstaining from any discussion, referring the matter to arbitration 
as the best mode of closing the difference between the shareholders and 
directors. 

Mr. Bowpen observed, the question stood, whether or not the direc- 
tors had done all they cou'd for keeping the mine from forfeiture ? for his 
part, he firmly believes they have funds in hand; and it rested fully on 
his mind they had been the cause of the forfeiture, and were responsible 
to the shareholders. He would advise that they be left to take their own 
course, and submitted the following resolution :—‘* That this meeting 
hold the directors responsible for the property intrusted to them in the 
Wheal.Brothers mine, and they are hereby authorised to appropriate 
the funds from the 1/. call, for the due working of the mine, and main- 
taining the interests of the shareholders.’ 

A question was then put, as to what the monthly expense of four men 
working upon the mine would be, to keep the same from forfeiture ? 

The Cuataman said, that it was difficult to answer such a question, 
there being so many contingent expenses. The four men would be 16/., 
but the engine, &c., would add very much to that sum. 

Mr. Conen rose, and, seconding the motion of Mr. Bowden, in a 
speech not sufficiencly bearing upon the business of the meeting, Mr. Cur- 
RIE rose to order, 

The CHarrMan observing, upon a gentleman commencing his speech 
with impartiality, and ending with a gross attack upon the directors ; 
with regard to the resolution just put, it could not have the effect of 
procuring them funds for the working of the mine, the directors having 
already declared they have none, and he for one would not subscribe a 
shilling further. The resolution was then put and carried. 

Mr. TunLock suggested the practicability, in the event of the mine 
being worth it, of making an advance of funds—getting rid of Mr. Worth’s 
authority, and taking the opinion of Mr. Watson as to the best mode of 
proceeding. 

Mr. Harrison claimed his right as a shareholder, to make a few obser- 
vations. He heldin his hand a report of the meeting held on Tuesday, 
the 21st ult., containing many harsh expressions, and were Mr. Bayley 
present at this meeting, he should feel induced to make a few comments. 
He still expressed his belief that the mine is valuable ; he had parted with 
none of his shares, but held the same as at the commencement, and was 
one of the largest sufferers in the concern ; but, notwithstanding, he was 
still ready to subscribe his money for carrying on the mine. 

A conversation was entered into upon the subject of the forfeiture of 
the shares, Mr. TuLLock observing, that it was in the power of the direc- 
tors to forfeit all shares in arrear; but they came to the proprietors to 
sanction it. He was informed he was at liberty to make a mo- 
tion upon the subject—the directors forfeit the shares, and are 
threatened with law proceedings ; they would not take upon themselves 
to forfeit 1200 shares where a debt is due to the holder. He would im- 
mediately restrain them trom doing so until his claim be settled. 

Mr. Surewssury said, he had before stated, and the fact he stated 
again boldly, that Mr. Harrison had sold his shares, and if that gentle- 
man says he has not lessened his interest, he would inform him that he 
has in his possession, shares which originally belonged to him. 

Mr. Haraison rose, and replied with some warmth of feeling. He 
stated he should be sorry to put himself on a par with Mr. Shrewsbury, 
and relating his first acquaintance with that gentleman, said he first called 
at his office, in New Broad-street, asking if he should advocate the cause 
of the directors ; he was informed the directors had no cause to advo- 
cate. With respect to the original shares which Mr. Shrewsbury states 
to be in his possession, he would beg to say, that having been ap- 
plied to by a gentleman for a few single shares, he accomodated him with 
some of his own, taking others in exchange. 

The CuatnmMan. again brought the subject before the meeting, of 
getting the mine out of difficulties ; he. observed, an engine was put up; 
which was only to cost 600/., instead of which 2000/. had been expended 
on it, but he believed it to be a good one. 











A SHAnenouper remarked, that after what had been done, it would 
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be a pity to let the mine go : he would ask the directors, were they to 
subscribe another call, would it go for the mine or prior debts? and how 
could it be kept from Mr. Malachy ? 

Mr. WaTSON suggested that such a fund, if subscribed, should be kept 
as a separate account, under the management of the present direction, or 
any gentlemen associated with them ; two or three months would be suf- 
ficient to prove whether the mine be worth further prosecuting or not. 

The CHAIRMAN said nothing appeared more desirable than that one or 
two gentlemen be associated with the directors—he would suggest one or 
two of the committee. 

It having been questioned whether the mine was worth further prose- 
cuting, it was stated to the meeting that a suspicion is prevalent that Mr. 
Malachy and others are endeavouring to get it in their own hands, the 
opinion being in Cornwall that it is valuable. 

Mr. Watson wished the meeting to bear in mind that any steps taken 
to secure the property would be idle, without they provided for its future 
working—he advised some measure being proposed to obtain the mine, 
any dispute existing between the directors aud shareholders having no- 
thing to do with it.—It was then proposed to associate two gentlemen 
with the directors, and that a call be made upon the proprietors. Some 
of the shareholders strongly urged that the making of a call was indis- 
pensable, and therefore proposed the following resolution :—‘‘ That this 
meeting is of opinion that a call of 10s. per share be made by the direc- 
tors, for the purpose of obtaining undisputed restoration of the mine, and 
to work the same in an effectual manner; and that the shareholders be 
earnestly recommended to answer the call. That the fund so to be raised 
be solely applied to the future working of the mine, and that Mr. John 
Currie and Mr. John Dixon be requested to associate themselves with the 
directors in the application of such funds, and in assisting the directors 
in their labours for the interests of the shareholders.’’ 

When the above was put, the numbers for and against appeared equal, 
when the chairman exercised his right of giving the casting vote in its 
favour. 

A vote of thanks having been passed to the chairman for his conduct 
in the chair, the meeting adjourned, 





SOUTH-EASTERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of this company was held 

at the offices, 10, Coleman-street, on Monday, the 27th ult. 
P. St. L. Grenrecy, Esq., in the chair. 

The advertisement convening the meeting having been read, and the 
seal affixed to the register of proprietors, the SecretTary read the report, 
which stated that the company had derived great benefits from the 
amended Act, which had received the Royal Assent ; it gave them good 
gradients throughout the line, and improved very materially their station 
at Dover, both to their own convenience, and that of the inhabitants ; it 
empowered them also to raise money by loans when 50/. per cent. of the 
capital was paid up; this was of great importance to them, as it would 
prevent the necessity of a call, which would prove to shareholders, in 
times of depression, of the greatest value. It mentioned the good under- 
standing they had with the Brighton line, they were now capable of pur- 
chasing the upper portion of the Brighton line ; by which they should 
secure to themselves the whole traffic of the South-eastern coast ; they 
were placed beyond opposition, and it was now to be looked upon as a 
grand national work, by which communication would be opened with the 
whole of Europe—of this they were sure—the foreign governments having 
given their sanction to lines which were to be made to converge at Calais, 
to keep up the communication with the Dover line. It spoke also of the 
ease with which they were cutting through the rocks at Dover, and the 
speed they were making with that part of the line. It observed that all 
possible economy was practised in every department of the establishment. 
It appeared that there were 9439 registered shares paid upon, and 8693 
that were not paid upon—the restraining shares were unregistered ; now 
the directors recommended the shareholders, to express their desire that 
such should be forfeited as should not soon be paid upon, this would tend 
to wake perfect their share register, and would be also supporting the 
directors, by giving them funds, without which they would not be able to 
carry on their operations in a manner satisfactory and effectual; the 
directors begged to assure the shareholders, that with support they would 
be able to carry the work on with that spirit which ought to be « bserved 
in an undertaking so great—they expressed their confidence in the 
stability of the concern, and were as sanguine of its ultimate and lasting 
success as they had ever been. The balance-sheet submitted, showed the 
total receipts to amount to 99,6412. 8s. 4d.; the balance in hand 
22,7731. 8s. 9d. 

Mr. Cusitrt’s report was read; it gave a very favourable account of the 
state of the work throughout the line. 

The CHairnMAN then rose, and addressed the meeting at considerable 
length on the various subjects contained in the report. He enumerated 
all the advantages that the company were now in possession of, as also 
such as would arise from the improved state of their share register; he ad- 
verted to the power they now had of raising money by loan, the advantage 
of that would be evident to all, as it would supersede che necessity of 
calling upon the shareholders for supplies too frequently. He felt con- 
vineed that the public would be very ready to advance them money upon 
the concern when they saw its stability, and the speed with which it was 
being carried out; the cessation of all opposition to their line was a point 
of the greatest value to them, and the fact of the foreign lines of railway 
to meet at \alais, and proceed to Paris, Belgium, and Germany, being 
now established, would, with the improving state of commercial affairs, 
put them in a very flourishing state. It was then moved, that the 
report be adopted. 

Mr. WitutaMs, before its adoption, wished to throw out a suggestion ; 
it was, that the line might be completed without delay to Tunbridge 
Wells, in the first place, he was sure it woald tend greatly to raise the 
concern in the estimation of the public, who had possessed themselves of 
an idea that the undertaking was of such magnitude that it could not be 
completed ; he thought this idea being once removed they should stand in 
a much better situation, besides, such a plan would secure them an 
immense and lasting rental, it would open a speedy communication 
between London, Kent, and Sussex, that could not fail but to give them 


. great returns, 


The ( HAIRMAN said, that they were progressing rapidly at both ex- 
tremities of the line, and he doubted uot that the idea of the impractica- 
bility of the undertaking would soon wear off, as they were getting on 
with their labours at Dover among the cliffs with the greatest ease, and 
Mr. Cubitt reported that the whole line would ,be accomplished without 
any great impediment. 

The report having been passed, the CuairMAN brought the subject of 
the registration of the shares to the attention of the meeting, as also the 
forfeiture of such as were in default, which produced a great deal of dis- 
cussion ; some gentlemen thought it might be best.not to pass any reso- 
lution on the subject, but to leave it, and see whether they would not be 
paid upon by the parties holding them without coercion; they thought 
that the concern was such an excellent speculation that the defaulters 
would be desirous of securing their property. The directors, however, 
gave the meeting to understand that they did not wish to exercise this 
power so much, as to be armed with it, by the general feeling of the pro- 
prietors ; a resolution to the following effect was then proposed and 
carried :—‘* That the directors be requested to take such measures as 
should appear to them necessary to complete the registration of the shares, 
and, if they deemed it expedient, to forfeit all those on which the last call 
had not been paid.” 

Thanks having been voted to the chairman and directors, the meeting 
adjourned.

The originals of some of these diagrams, he 
stated to be taken from the Mining Review—a work which he strongly 
recommended to his audience, as affording most abundant and satisfactory 
information relative to mines ; and he also spoke in high terms of the 
Mining Journal, as held to be invaluable amongst the miners of Cornwall. 

Tue Apevtatipr GaLiery or Practica, Science, LowrHer Ar- 
capE.—Having had an opportunity afforded us, at a private exhibition, 
on Saturday last, of witnessing the spirited manner in which the several 
improvements and alterations had been carried on during the vacation, 
we strongly recommend every admirer of science paying a visit to these 
rooms now that they are thrown open to the public. We were highly 
gratified at the exhibition, and observed that many interesting specimens 
and beautiful models had been contributed to their former valuable col- 
lection. 

Cray Cross Tunnet.—On Wednesday last the whole of the brick- 
layers employed at the tunnel, Clay Cross, struck work. They demand 
to be relieved every eight hours instead of ten. 

Coat.—We understand that, on the 18th ult., a quantity of coal was 
sold and delivered at South Queensferry at 10s. 6d. per ton ; and that 
during the ensuing week, an additional quantity of nearly 200 tons will be 
sold there at 6d. per ton less. Surely such intelligence must be highly 
gratifying to every class of our citizens, particularly at the present perio 
when an inclement wintry season may be expected.—Edinburgh Chron.d 

ImprorTANCE OF RarLroaps.—Within the last three days, says the 
Sun, we have had personal experience of the great advantages afforded by 
the railway, having travelled upwards of six hundred miles upon the 
Grand Junction, Liverpool, and Manchester Railways, in about twenty 
hours. This fact alone is enough, we think, to establish the wonderful 
facility afforded by these stupendous undertakings for quick travelling, 
and their economy both in time and expense. 

Tue Waterworks TUNNEL AT Cuiswick.—On Wednesday last Mr. 
Hoofe, the architect of the West Middlesex Waterworks Tunnel under the 
Thames, at Chiswick, performed the ceremony of opening the works by 
passing through the aperture himself, together with his three sons. The 
tunnel is formed of sixty-eight pipes, each of which is nine feet in length 
and three feet in diameter, and now abundantly conveys water to the 
Middlesex. side from Surrey, where there are reservoirs, thirty acres in 
extent, for the purification of that important article. Mr. Hoofe has the 
merit not only of having projected and accomplished this work, but of 
being the first .man. that ever walked under the Thames, part of which 
task he was obliged to perform upon his hands and.knees. The time 
occupied in passing through was eight minutes and a quarter. 

Discovery or A Ricw Vern or Coprer.—An officer of engineers 
has diseovered a rich vein of copper:ore on the-estate of Captain Hart, at 
Lacabridge, Donegal, a neighbourhood that is said to abound in mineral 
treasures.— Cork Constitution. 

Rarroap From CoLoGNne To BetG1um.—The Brussels papers state 
that the subscription opened at the Bank of Belgium for a thousand 
shares of the Rhenish Company in the iron railroad from Cologne to the 
Belgian frontier, amounts to the immense sum of 61,029,000 francs. 
Great complaints are made of the high price of coal, but all proposals to 
admit that article from foreign countries are denounced as fraught with 
ruin to the Belgian collieries. It appears that the same quantity that 
yeme three francs at the month of the pit costs thirty francs at Brussels— 
chiefly in consequence of the expenses of land carriage. 

Granp Junction Rattway.—The directors ‘of the Grand Junction 
. Railway have latterly made some alterations: in -their'system of manage- 
ment, which will greatly conduce to the.convenience of the public. In- 
structions have been given to their servants at Birmingham, commanding 
them, whenever the mail shall not have arrived at-its destination within 
one-half hour ofits appointed time, to despatch an engine from Birming- 
ham, in order to.ascertain.the.cause of the,detention, and: to afford such 
assistance as the emergency of the case may seem to require,—Gore’s

THE HOT-BLAST. 
The following article on the hot-blast, which we take from the Railway 
Mayazine, treats on a subject to which we have devoted much space, and, 
with the able assistance of our correspondents, we trust thrown some 


light upon. It appears strange that the writer should not have noticed 


our labours on the subject, more especially as the opinions which he 
brings forward, are very similar, if not actually the same, as those which 
have some time since been propounded in this Journal :— 

S1rx,—The discussions whic t: ok ; lace at the recent meeting of the British 
Scientiic Association at Liverpool, on the subject of smelting iron by means 
of the hot-blast, seem fairly to have brought the subject before the public as 
a scientific question. The iron trade of this country is a matter of such great 
national importance, that the philosophical investigation of this question is 
as legitimate an o'j-ct of inquiry as any which the Association coula select ; 
and I am happy to find they have de.ided that further investigations shall 
be undertaken. On that portion of the labours of their members which is 
before the public, I would, however, beg leave to offer a few remarks. 

And first, for the information of the uninitiated ’in this matter, let me briefly 
state what is meant by ‘‘hot-blast. ’’ In tue furnaces employed iu the smelt- 
ing of iron, the combustion of the fuel is waintained by torcing into the tur- 
nace an immense quantity of atmospheric air, by means of blowing machines. 
On the old plan this air passes into the furnaces at a low temperature; that 
is to say, at the ordinary temperature of the air. The princ’ple of the hot- 
blast, invented by Mr. Neilson, consists in making the air pass through a 
heated chamber, usually a tortuous iron pipe, which raises the temperature 
of the air to about 600° Fahrenheit before it enters the furnace. This is the 
whole of the invention; bat the effect which is produced is undoubtedly im- 
portant. Itis well known that air will not support combustion until it attains 
the temperature of avout 1000° of Fahrenbeit ; but it might be supposed that 
but little difference could arise in the quantity of fuel cousume: in heating 
the air, whether this were done in the furnace or cutof ic. But it appears 
to be placed beyond a doubt, that a great saving occurs by heating it before 
it enters the furnace, although with different qualities of coal considerable 
differences occur in this respect. The prodigious quantity of air which is 
forced into the furnace, might indced lead us to suppose that a very slight 
alteration of the heat of the air would make a considerable difference in the 
time required for smelting the iron. It has been estimated that each ton of 
pig-iron which is run from the furnace, has had about jiffeen tons weight of 
air, expended in its formation ; and therefore we need not be surprised, that 
when this quantity of air is highly heated b. fore it enters the furuace, a con= 
siderably less period of time would be required for the smelting of the ore. 
This may in some degree account fir the reduced quantity of fuel consumed 
but it will not wholly do so, for the time is not reauced as much as the con- 
sumption of coal. The saving in fuel is stated to be from one-third to twos 
thirds of the former quantity employed, according to circumstances; while 
the time is reduced from one-fourth to one-half of that required by the cold- 
blast. 

But the great question to be decided respecting the hot-blast is, how i€ 
affects the quality of the iron. For this purpose, let us examine Dr. Thome 
son’s analyses of the hot and cold-blast iron, which he exhibited at the late 
Liverpool meeting. The average of five different specimens of hot-blust 
iron, and six specimens of coll-blast, were compared ; trom which the con.-- 
clusion is drawn, that the hot-blast iron is much the ;.urer of the two. But 
these averages do not by any means appear to be satisfactory. To be ace 
curate, I imagine, they ought to be specimens of the same ore, the same 
flux, and the same coal, worked by the two different methods. But this is 
not the methud adopted by Dr. ‘Thomson, in taking the averages. For the 
cold-blast average he has analysed three specimens of Muir Kirk iron, one of 
Carron, one of Clyde, and one of iron pyrites ; and for the hot-blast average 
he has taken three samples of Clyde, and two of Carron iron. As every 
iron differs in its composition, the cffeet of these comparisons is to render 
abortive any. conclusion as to the purity of the iron; and it is, therefore, 
not at all surprising that Dr. Thomson should have elicited the remark from 
some of the iron-masters who were present, that, notwithstanding his 
analysis showed the hot-blast iron to be the purer of the two, they always 
found more waste in refining the hot-blast iron, than that which is made by 
the eold-blast. 

The fact is, that iron smelted by the hot-blast is always more highly car- 
bonized than that by the cold-blast; heuce arises, in part, the waste on 
refining. Dr. Thomson’s analysis does not show this to be the case, and I 
cannot but think there is some error in his exp riment, for the state of car- 
bonization is a matter about which it is impossible for a practised eye to be 
deceived. The reason of the hot-blast iron being more bri tle than the 
other, still remains, however, to be accounted for, and at present it appears 
to be hid in mystery. In the absence of all information on the subject, if 
a theoretical conjectur? might he hazarded, I should say that it probably 
arises from the extraneous oxides which exist in the ore or the coal, or which 
are added as a flux in the furnace—namely, the lime, alumina, and silica. 
These may probably be reduced to their pure metailic state, by the greater 
intensity of heat by the hot-blast, and, therefore, the base of these oxides, 
namely, calcium, aluminum, and silicium, or some of them, may become 
mixed with the iron, and in some manner alter its quality. If these sub- 
stances really exist, in their mefailic state, in the iron, they must bein ex- 
tremely minute quantities; but it is no new thing in the chemical composi- 
tion of iron, to find these miaute differences make a great alteration in the 
quality of the iron. Perhaps the greatest differences which can exist be- 
tween two kinds of iron, are those known as the cold short and the red 
short qualities. This great variation of quality arises from an extremely 
small quantity of phosphorous in the former of these kinds of iron, which 
dves not exist in the latter; but from whence it is derived, and in what 
state it exists, is completely unknown. 

As such minute variations in tue constituents of iron, cause such great 
differences in its quility, it is essentially necessary, if the theory of the hot- 
blast is to be explained by chemical analysis, that the inquiry be .onducted 
in the most accurate manner. The comparison of different irons will, I ap- 
prehend, prove nothing ; for scarcely any two mines yield exactly the same 
quality of iron or of coal, a fact which is known to every mineralogist in the 
kingdom. And the best practical proof that this is the case, is that the manu- 
facturers of the most approved qualities of iron in the country, annually pur- 
chase large quantities of minerals from other mine owners, in order to improve 
the quality of their manufacture, by mixing with other minerals, not better 
perhaps in quality, but possessing different properties from their own. 

The elucidation of this subject requires all the refinements of modern 
science ; but it is not, I apprehend, beyond the reach of our present know- 
ledge, if properly applied. Yours obediently,

ipenens Tuarcu.—It has been proved by repeated experi- 
ments, that straw, saturated with a solution of lime, or common white- 
wash, is incombustible. This fact is of great importance to the rural 
population, especially as thatch is thus not only rendered fire-proof, but 
much more durable. A solution of alum has been tried, but, being solue 
ble, the rain destroys its virtues. 

Corron MaNuFactures.—Within the last twenty years the progress 
of the cotton manufacture in this country has been so rapid, that the an- 
nual consumption of cotton has increased from 250,000 to 1,000,000 of 
bags. At the present moment the seats of the cotton manufacturers are 
in the greatest activity. < 

Concentric Gatvanic Pites.—M. Jules Guyot has just announced 
the construction of galvanic piles of a particular form, which he calls 
concentric piles. In these piles one pole is at the centre, and the other 
at the circumference. New properties and remarkable analogies are said 
to result frm this combination ; as we find at the surface of spherical 
piles made to revolve, all the influences of gravity and terrestrial magnet- 
ism at the surface of our globe. A pile four inches in diameter, com- 
posed of concentric cylinders two inches high and six in number, being 
charged with pure water, gives strong shocks even after the lapse of 
twenty-four hours. , 

An Exrraorpinary Sat Mountain.—There is a rock at Pinoso, 
in Valencia, composed of solid masses of salt, as hard asstone. In#ome 
parts it is white, in others red, and in others grey. It extends two 
leagues from east to west, and one from north to south, without the 
slightest variety in its component parts.

We are indebted to the attention of a Correspondent at Durham 
for the early transmission of an important document, which we in- 
sert in another part of our columns—a copy of the “ Regulations 
for Students in Civil Engineering, in the University of Durham, 
passed by the Senate and Convocation, November 22, 1837.” 
As this is the first attempt, at least on a scale at all commensurate 
with its acknowledged importance, to supply what has long been felt 
as a national desideratum; and as we have on various occasions 
brought a proposition of a very similar nature before the public 
notice, we cannot let the present occasion pass without offering 
some remarks on the subject. 

The wise and salutary regulations of our ancestors, have pro- 
vided that suitable means of instruction should be afforded to those 
destined to fill important and responsible offices ; and not only has 
this been done, but to render this instruction really effective for 
the public benefit, various tests and examinations have been esta- 
blished, so as to prove the due qualification of the candidates, and 
to check the admission of the ignorant and incapable pretender, 
who might otherwise impose on the public credulity. 

The Church, “the Bar,"7and the Medical Profession, have long 
reaped the benefit of these excellent institutions, which have more 
recently been adapted to the service of our army and navy; and 
as a preparation of a general nature for all the higher stations of 
life, the value and efficiency of our ancient and venerable Univer- 
sities of Oxford and Cambridge, although, perhaps, tardy in fully 
accommodating themselves to the wants of the present age, must 
be acknowledged by all who are acquainted with the subject, and 
are able to appreciate how much they have accomplished. 

The onward progress of society, and the varied phases which it 
assumes, alike influencing, and influenced by, the great chain of 
events, which so strongly impress the character of the present 
times, requires, however, not only modifications of existing insti- 
tutions, but occasionally also others in addition, adapted to pro- 
mote o! jects which, befure unknown or unimportant, have gra- 
dualiy sprung up to a magnitude which must command attention 
and respect. It isto this great progression of events that the 
young but flourishing University of Durham itself owes its ex- 
istence. Situated midway between Oxford and Cambridge on 
the one side, aud the Universities of Scotland on the other, it 
offers to our Northern Counties those facilities and advantages of 
liberal education which was alike demanded by their large popula- 
tion, by their manufacturing and commercial character, and by 
their well-known wealth and intelligence. 

The readiness with which the youthful University of Durham 





at least to the public wants, is highly creditable to her talented 
and enterprising founders and conductors. The want of adequate 
instruction for those intended to fill the office of Civil, and we 
will say more, of Mining Engineers, has been felt and acknowledged 
by all who are connected with these important professions ; and 
we hail with pleasure the provision which has now been made to 
supply, in an adequate and efficient manner, the required qualifi- 
cations, and to blend them with the refinements and higher ob- 
jects of academical instruction, so far at least as may be found 
consistent with the peculiar and practical knowledge, which must 
ever be allowed to form the first and most important requisite in 
these professions. 
In a publication, which we name with undisguised feelings of 
satisfaction, as having been the only sustained attempt ever made 
in this country, to produce a periodical devoted to the higher 
branches of mining and metallurgical science--the Minine Re- 
view—the subject of an adequate establishment for providing in- 
struction in *‘ Civil and Mining Engineering,” was some time 
since most ably brought forward and advocated by Mr. Sopwirn ; 
at a still earlier period we had given {it due consideration in 
this Journal—and we have since returned to it at intervals, strongly 
pointing out its necessity, and furnishing plans for its arrange- 
ment. Our own views had, it is true, more especial reference to 
the instruction of the mining engineer, and to the kindred opera- 
tions of metallurgy ; but as we have elsewhere had occasion to 
state, “‘ we consider the pursuits of the Civil Engineer and of the 
Mining Engineer to be closely allied to each other—to be, in fact, 
branches of the same profession.” Entertaining, therefore, these 
opinions, we enter at once into the scope and design of the recent 
system of studies instituted at the University of Durham, and we 
look upon them as admirably calculated to advance the object we 
have so long had in view. 
How far this especial object has been attended to, and made in- 
dependent of general engineering studies, in the measures already 
taken, we are not informed—that it has not been overlooked, is 
sufficiently evident. On glancing over the course of studies laid 
down for the engineering“student, we find almost every branch of 
knowledge is included which would be requisite for the miner ; 
with some slight alteration, therefore, in the routine, and in the 
practical duties annexed, to suit this particular class of students, 
the University may have the honour of first establishing, not only 
a General Engineering, but a ‘national Mining School: and when 
we consider the great mineral riches of the tract of country sur- 
rounding the ancient city of Durham—that mineral wealth is, in 
fact, the main-spring of the varied industry which enriches not 
only the north of England generally, but also the great ecclesias- 
tical establishment from which the University itself has chiefly 
sprung, we hope, we are indeed convinced, that this important ob- 
ject will be thoroughly effected, and that the Senate will hasten to 
finish the work it has so well begun, by specially adapting one 
branch of its proposed institution to the qualification and honorary 
degrees of the mining engineer—a course rendered necessary, as 
we conceive, by the numerous peculiarities of the profession, much 
as it has in common with that of civil engineering. 














In our own plans for the establishment of a national Mining 
College, it has always been proposed to institute local branches in 
each of the great mineral districts of the kingdom, subordinate to 
a central and controlling power in the Metropolis. Were it neces- 
sary, however, to fix upon any single spot where mining and en- 
gineering studies could be most advantageously carried on with 
reference to local circumstances, we doubt much whether the irre- 
gular geographical distribution of the United Kingdom would pre- 
sent a more favourable locality than that of Durham. Situated on 
the most important portion of our geological series—the coal for- 
mation, having within a moderate distance to the northward some 
of the deepest and most extensive of our coal mines—to the west- 
ward, the greatest lead mine district in this country—to the south- 
ward, the coal and iron and lead mines of Yorkshire and Derbyshire ; 
and within a circuit of ninety or a hundred miles, tracts composed of 
almost every variety of rock existing in the kingdom—it must, we 
think, be allowed that Durham possesses the most invaluable natural 
and local advantages for combined instruction in the profession of the 
Civil and Mining Engineer. The situation is, however, no less 
eligible in other points of view, as it affords ample opportunities for 
the practical study of railways, steam-engines, and all the com- 
plicated machinery and operations employed in our manufacturing 
districts. 

On a subject so interesting and so important as the one under 
consideration, much more might easily be said, but this we shall 
reserve for a future opportunity, when we hope to be in possession 
of more perfect information with regard to the proposed institu- 
tion, which promises to be alike honourable to the University and 
beneficial to the public. 








We insert in another column a letter on the affairs of the

Timper Drawsack.—In the House of Commons, on Tuesday even. 
ing, an account was ordered, ‘‘ showing the several amounts paid as 
Drawback on Timber imported for and used in the mines of tin, lead, or 
copper, in the counties of Devon and Curnwall, in each year, since such 
duty has been by law aliowed.”’ 








Repvuction or Duty on ENGiisu Coaus in France.—The Moniteur 
of Sunday, contains an ordonnance of Louis Philippe, which will be con- 
sidered of some importance amongst our coal and shipping interests, inas- 
much as the duty on English coal is thereby very materially reduced, in 
order to afford the manufactories on the Seine the advantage of a due and 
regular supply of coals, which they are now deprived of. The duty as 
now levied will be ten centimes for 100 kilogrammes of coals imported in 
French bottoms, and one franc per 100 kilogrammes imported in foreign 
bottoms ; forming, in the latter case, a duty of about 8s. 6d. a ton on 
coals shipped in our own colliers, or half that amount on French shipped 
These modifications, however, are extended only to the coast 
ranging from Dunkirk to the sands of Olonne, in the Vendée, thus in- 
cluding the Seine and Loire rivers, but excluding the Garonne, and also 
shutting out all the ports in the Mediterranean. 

Coat Dutizs.—* It has been proved,’ says the Courrier Francais, 
‘that notwithstanding all the encouragements granted to the domestic 
coal mines, they were unable to supply the quantity of fuel required for 
our manufactures. The report contains one striking instance of their 
insufficiency. Paris, which had been heretofore exclusively furnished with 
coal by the mines of Anzin and the Loire, has imported this year a quan- 
tity of Newcastle coal, notwithstanding the high price of freight, and the 
differential duty of 1f.10c. Belgium, which alone actively concurred 
with our mines of the Department of the North, to furnish coal to our 
manufacturing establishments on the Lower Seine, saw the price of her 
produce increase to such a degree, that the Government of King Leopold 
was obliged to reduce the import duty, in order to create a competition of 
the foreign article.’’ 

Correr Ore.—A rich vein of copper ore has been recently discovered 
near Laca-bridge, Doe-castle, on the estate of Captain Hart. The ore is 
richer than any which has ever met our inspection, and promises to be 
much more valuable than any now worked in Ireland. It is of a pale gold 
colour, is very resplendent, and free from the least mixture of earthy or 
stony substance. The mineral riches of the great mountain tract of the 
county of Donegal, running due south from Lough Salt to Barnsmore, 
are well worthy the notice both of capitalists and geologists. In this 
tract, besides ores of every valuable metal, are to be found strata of fine 
gray and white marble, suited to every purpose of the statuary and archi- 
tect. It was from the vast mountain of Muckish (the Pig’s Back) that, 
thirteen years ago, Baker, the sculptor, selected an immense block for the 
statue of the late Lord Castlereagh. At the top of this mountain, also, '§ 
a vast quantity of delicate white sand, prized beyond measure by glass 
manufacturers. This sand is rolled from the top of this mountain in small 
canvass bags, collected at the bottom, and thence conveyed to Liverpo, 
Glasgow, Dnmbarton,‘and Cork. Manganese, steatite, gypsum, &c., ate 
also to be met with in large quantities in this district. The tracks of 
thunder stones are visible on the sides of several of the hills. In short, 
we know not any part of Ireland which offers a wider field for the labour 
and gratification of the mineralogist.—Londonderry paper. 

Hicn Price or Coat.—A few months ago, this necessary article 
was to be had in this city at 12s. per ton; but now, from some unac- 
countable reason 18s., and where all knops are required 20s. is charged. 
It is surprising that the proprietors of the Bedminster, Backwell, Nailse# 
and Coalpit-heath colliers do not increase their supply, as the present 
prices must afford an enormous profit.— Bristol Mercury. 

Nove. Exportation.—We learn from Havre that the entire frame- 
work of two steam-boats, to be put together in Belgium, has been sett 
from that port to Antwerp. This is the first instance of works of this 
kind made for exportation at Havre, and it is held to be a proof of the 
superiority of the French builders over those of Belgium. They wet? 
ordered by the Steam Navigation Company of the Meuse. 
DunsTanviLLe MonuMENT.—It has recently been ascertained that the 
top of this monument, on Carn Brea, is 828 feet above low-water mark. 
The highest point of land in the granitic range of hills connected with 
Carn Brea is on the top of the southern barrow (now eens destroyed) 
on Carn Menelis, which is 834 feet above low water. he trigonome’™ 
cal station on that hill, adopted in ,the survey of England, is at 822 fee 
elevation.

WATER POWER. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sin,—An article appeared in your Supplement to the Mining Journal, 
of September 9th, extracted from the Greenock Advertizer, and headed 
« Water Power,”’ which I did not particularly notice at the moment, but 
subsequently, at a meeting of the Northumberland Agricultural Associa- 
tion, at Hexham, it was brought more immediately to my recollection by 
Mr. W. Deans, an engineer of that place. I observe the article in ques- 
tion to be, a discovery of a new application of water power—that it con- 
gists of a cylinder and piston similar to those employed in a steam-en- 
ine—that advantage is taken of the pressure of water, which gives it a 
force of 60 lbs. to the inch, the entrance and discharge pipes being of 

ual sizes, and the number of strokes sixteen in a minute, with the cy- 
jinder placed in a vertical position—and that the discoverer had made 
another model with the cylinder laid horizontally, and with the discharge 
pipes near'y three times as large as the entrance ones ; and by this means 
the motion was increased to twenty-six double strokes in the minute. I 
think it of great importance that any useful discovery in mechanics should 
be made as public as possible, and that the author should have all the 
merit it deserves; and I hold it to be equally just, that where such a 
claim is publicly set up, without the merit of a discovery, that it should 
be as publicly exposed. 

I have been connected with very extensive lead mines in the north of 
England for more than thirty years, and have known the same applica- 
tion of water power used in some of them, for pumping and other pur- 
poses, during all that time. The first engine of that description used in 
England, was at a lead mine, belonging to T. W. Beaumont, Esq., called 
Coal Cleugh, in Northumberland, and was erected about fifty years since, 
by Mr. Westgarth, who obtained a medal from the Society for the En- 
couragement of Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce ; aud I believe it is 
at work to this day. The next engine, of the same description, of which 
I have any knowledge, was used at a lead mine called Crash Purse, near 
Chesterfield. A plan of this engine was taken by Mr. W. Deans, an en- 
gineer employed at the Derwent Lead Mines, in the county of Durham, 
in 1810, and one was erected by him at these mines, which has continued 
working up to this time. The engines I have named were of single 
power, taking in the water on the top of the piston only. About four- 
teen years since, another engine was required at the Derwent mines, and 
Mr. Deans was directed to make it of greater power ; he therefore applied 
himself to improve upon his former plan, and put up a very powerful en- 
gine at the Jeffries Rake Lead Mine, on the same principle as a double- 

owered steam-engine—this was the first application of the pressure to 
both sides of the piston, and it was found to be a great improvement. 

In 1831, the Marquis of Bute requiring some additional pumping 
power in his lead mives at Wanlockhead, and having learned that a great 
improvement had been made in the construction of water pressure en- 
gines, at the Derwent Lerd Mines, sent an_agent there to inspect them, 
and on his report determined to employ Mr. Deans to erect one, which 
was done in the early part of 1832, and which superseded the use of two 
very expensive steam-engines. Last year he put another for the same 
nobleman, at the same mines, and as the space for the cylinder, if placed 
in an upright pcsition, required to be cut out of very hard rock under- 
ground, at a great expense, he devised the method of placing it horizon- 
tally, and in doing so discovered that he could also simplify the machi- 
nery attached for pumping. Both these engines are now in use at Wan- 
lockhead Lead Mines, and I presume the Greenock tradesman must have 
seen them. Mr. Deans is now at work with one for the Scotch Mining 
Company, at Lead Hills mines, adjoining to Wanlockhead; and he is 
also preparing one of a greatly improved construction, intending to give 
it a rotative motion, for the purpose of applying it as a drawing engine. 

I shall feel obliged by your noticing this communication in any way you 
see proper in the Mining Journal, that at any rate ‘‘ the saddle may be 
placed on the right horse.’ 1 am a subscriber to your valuable Journal, 
and always receive both pleasure rnd instruction from its perusal. I 
have also been a subscriber to the ‘* Mining Review ”’ from its com- 
mencement—though they are both filled with useful and interesting mat- 
ter, I cannot but regret that so little notice is taken of the northern mi- 
ning district, abounding as it does in mineral riches and geological phe- 
nomena,

REGULATIONS FOR STUDENTS IN CIVIL ENGINRERING IN THE UNI- 

VERSITY OF DURHAM, PASSED BY THE SENATE AND CONVOCATION, 

ON THE 22D OF NOVEMBER :— 

1. Students shall be admissible, in conformity with the’ Regulations, Title 
ii., § 1,2, 3, as Members of the University, subject to the crdinary University 
and College discipline, to go through a course of instruction in Civil Engi- 
neering. 

2. Nosuch Student shall be admitted, unless he has passed an Examina- 
tion in the Latin language, in Arithmetic, and in the elements of Mathematics. 

This examination shall be conducted by two Examiners appointed by the 
Warden. 

3. Every such Student shall be placed, like other Students, under a Tutor, 
named by the Warden. The Tutor shall direct his private studies, and shall 
have charge of his conduct and religious instruction. 

4. The course of study for Engineer Students, and the several lectures de- 
signed for them, shall be under the iminediate superintendence of the Pro- 
fesscr of Muthematics, subject to the controul of the Wardcn and Senate. 

5. The full course of study shall extend over three years ; and shall embrace 
the several enhjects which relate to the theory and practice of Civil Engineer- 
ing and Mining. 

6. Enginces Students, who have completed their course, shall be admissible, 
by Grace of the University, to the Academical rank of Civil Engineer. 

Engineer Students may, at an earlier period, receive Certificates of com- 
petency in the subjects in which they have been examiued, as hereafter spe- 
cimcd. 

7. No Grace for admission to the rank of Civil Engineer shall be granted, 
unless the petitioner has passed three Pablic Examinations. The first of 
these shall be for Students who are in their third term of residence, at least ; 
the second for such as have passed the first, and are in their sixth term of 
residence, at least; the third for such as have passed both the former, and 
are in their ninth term of residence, at least. 

Yet any Engineer Student, who, at his admissicn to the University, sill 
pass the first Public Examination thus appointed for Engineer Students, 
shall be placed in the same position with regard to all terms and examinations 
relating to Engineer Students only, as if he had already kept three terms. 

8. The first two of these examinations shall be conducted by two or more 
Examiners, nominated annually by the Warden, and approved by Convoca- 
tion: and shall be directed to the subjects fixed by the Senate eleven months, 
at least, before. 

After the second of these Examinations, any one who is specially recom- 
mended by the Examiners may obtain a fcrmal Certificate from the Warden; 
this Certificate being limited to the particular subjects, in which he has proved 
his competency. 

9. The third and final Examination shall be conductcd by three Examiners, 
at least, nominated by the Warden, and approved by Convocation ; and shall 
be directed to the subjects fixed by the Senate eleven months, at least, befove ; 
provided always that every such Student shall then pass an examination in a 
modern language, or in some one Latin or Greek work, melioris evi et note ; 
the language or work to be selecied by himself, but approved by the Senate. 

10. All those who satisfy the Examiners, at each of these Examinations, 
shall be classed. The Senate shall have power to determine hereafter, the 
subjects in which proficiency shall be deemed indispensable, and the nature 
of the classification. 

11. Any Student in Arts, upon passing his first examination for the Degree 
of B.A., may proceed as an Engineer Student of the second year; and upon 
passing his second examination for the Degree of B.A., may proceed as an 
Engineer Student of the third year. 

12. Any Engineer Student, who is recommended by his College, may pe- 
tition the University, that terms which he has kept by residence as an Engi- 
neer Student may count towards the Degree of B.A.; and that the Exami- 
nation passed by him in his third term of residence, at least, may be received 
instead of the first Examination for the Degree of B.A. ; and the Examina- 
tion passed by him in his sixth term of residence, at least, instead of the se- 
cond Examination for the Degree of B.A. 

13. The Warden and Senate shall have power to declare, in the course of 
Easter Term, 1838, that any Engineer Student, who shall have kept Epiphany 
Term, 1838, shall be regarded, with reference to all terms and examinations 
relating to Engineer Students only, as if he had kept also Michaelmas Term, 
1837. 

Oders made by the Senate, for carrying the above Regulations into effect.

2. All Engineer Students who do not learn one of t:e above-named Mo- 
dern Languages, shall attend Lectures in Latin or Greek during one term, at 
least, in each of their first two years of residence. 

3. Besides keeping the ordinary Academical Terms, Engineer Students 
shall reside during the Easter vacation ; and the Lectures shall be so arranged 
as to provide employment for them during their residence. 

4. Engineer Students shall, during the first six terms of their residence as 


further residence as such, the sum of 7/. in each term, 
5. Every Student admitted to the Academical rank of Civil Engineer, shall 
receive a Certificate of such admission under the Common Seal of the Uni- 


examination, (granted by the Warden, in conformity with § 8 of the Regula- 
tions of Nov. 22nd, 1837,) shall contain the names of the examiners on whose 


recommendation it is given.

Reduction Department and Produce.—The total amount of amalgamated 
gold for the month of Sept mber, is 3814 oits., of nineteen carats fine, ac. 
cording to Mr. Leay’s statement, but of this produce 657 oits. represent arrears 
of tank, which by the old washing process, was never obtained till the midile 
of the month following its production by the mine ; whereas, by the amalga. 
mating process, at the end of the mouth, there is no mineral sand remaining 
on hand to reduce. These arrears were like so much dead capital, but wuich 
is now rendered available. The true produce of the mine for September is 
4157 oits. of nineteen fine. This is lower than of late, because little stone 
has been drawn from the Bahu shaft, in consequence of all the stoppages 
there, and also the supply of water has been smaller in the leats from the 
continued dry weather, as is usual towards the end of the dry season. The 
quantity of ore stamped is 812 tons. The old Esperanza stamps are also 
getting very much out of repair and do not do effective duty ; I hope soon to 
be enabled to pull them down altogether. The loss on the treatment of ores 
for September, Mr. Leay makes 534 per cent., and taking the former average 
loss by the former process, at 57 per cent., the gain by the amalgamation proces 
will be about 4 per cent. on the whole value of the mineral reduced, to about 
9 per cent. gain on the washing process, as applied to the sand yield by the 
stre.ks, so that up to the present time there appears a decided advantage 
derived from amalgamation, besi-les the economy of labour; as soon qs we 
can manage to work the amalgamating machinery by water power, the 
economy in labour will be still greater.
